It appesrs that s-ven Obiness in tran-
git fromn New York to Hoog Kong,
aud three o'hers from Hone Kong to
Horoln u, bave not yet departed fiom
San Francisco, althopgh thev have
bad smple time to do #o, The col-
lector ex;risses tbe aspprehecsion
that thess pereons do not intend lo
leave tte cauntiy, and that even if
they do, it Is their purpose to fraudu-
lently oblain reiurn certificates in
order to establish a r ght to rome and

go at wiil. The collee or also calls at-
tention ‘o the practice of
the Foderal courts in landing

Chinese lalorers on writs of habeas
corpue and releasing them on bail
af er 1hie collee or has examined into
their casrs wud refneed to allow them
to Iand. Tuls prastice, he says, is

Nupremo Conrt Decislon,

Wasnisaron, October 12.—The Pa-
cific National Bank cases, which were
under argament ia the Sopreme Court
of the Uniled States todky, are of in-
terest ton Inrge number of per:ons, es-
pecially in Maseachusetie, ingsmuch
as they iovolve the queetion of the
liability cf the stoekbolders of the
golvent Pacific National Bank of Bos-
ton for the amounts of stoek sube
genibid to by them when the capital
stock of the bank was incressed from
$500,000 to $1,000,000, in Beptember,
1881. The appealing stockho!ders con-
tend that the eapital stock of the bank
never was validly increased to §1,000,-
000; that the attempt on the part of
the direclors and the Comptroller ol
the Carrency, in December, 1881, tn
fix the capital stock at §061,500 was
contrary to law and void; and that
consequently the shares of so called
new s'ock on which they arecued
never had any legal existence. The
gout below decided agaivst them.

THE GOVERNOR'S ASNUAL RE-

Wasminaron, O.tober 12, = Ths Hon,
Gilbert A, Pierce, Governor of Dakota
lerritory, in hig unoual repart to the
Sceretary of the Intsrior, cays: Toe
year bay not been altogetier as poa
perons a8 was desired, D.kota suffer-
ing in common with the rés of the
coun:ry from more or lems business
prostration, end from the droutb,
which injored the small gining, there-
by matenally lessening the yield. The
dronth was not gensral, however, but
local in its character, some parts of the
Tarritory showing large yie'ds while
in others the fal ure was almost com-
pletd, It is difficalt to estimate cor-
rectly the shoriage in the crops over
last yusr, bat it is sefa to say that in
wheat and cats it will be at least one-
third, and I fear more, Flex, rys and
barley also sufler, but to what extent
it is imposesible to eay. The yield ol
potatovs and other roots will probably
be near up to the average. Cattle ia-
dustry has developed wvery rapidly
during the year in other parts of the
Territory. 1t las been suppoeed that
the large cattle ranches must be ¢n-
fined to the western part of the Ter-
ritory, where the abuadant grass and
limited snowfall enable cattie to prazs
durng the winter montbs, Late ex-
periments bave demonstiated, how-
uver, that catt'e ralsing can be profits-
bly porsued even in the exireme
northern part of the Territory, and the
rezult hag hesn the establishment of
large oattle 1anches in variows gec-
tiors. The bonded debt of tha Terii.
tory remaios the same as one year
ago, namely, §5(8200. Tie anscss-
ment of 1886 shows an incresse over
1855 of about $24,000,000, making the
total awmessment for tha year of sbont
$180,000,000. The tax {or the Territa-
rial purposes for the year 1886 is bat
2.4-10 mills. The total county indebt-
edness of the Territory, bonded snd
flating, ia a little owver $3,000,-
(00, School statictica for the last
year have not yot heen received, bat
there is no doubt but the remarkable
prograsa shown during the flacal year
of 1885 is continned. On the subject
ot the drouth and development of the
Territory the Govarnor gnotes at
length from the report of the Com-
miesionsr of Immigration, whichsays:
*Tome were 22,431 new filings on the
pubis lands doring the year under
tha threg geaeral laod laws, divided
an follows: Hometesds, 7466; pri-
emptiong, 7804, and tres claime, 7071,
The ar-a newly filed on during tho
vear wag 3,505,300 acres, There were
0062 finnl proofs made during the
yoar, The sales ol 'and by the North-
ern Paclfic Railroad Company during
the year are estimated at 25,000,000
seres, The total increase in popula-
tion of the Teritwy for the yeuris
entimated af 85,000, giving Dakala n
ponulation on June 30, 1586, of {ally

H00,000. The railread bollding
of 1880 bids fair to be much
greater than for any previous

vear in (he history of the Territory.
The Govarnor sstimates the total con-
stiuction of railrosda in the Territory
for 1886 at 800 miles. 1o conelusion,
the Governor diecosses the eubject of
the admission of Dakots into the
Unjon, and adds: “1 renew my recom-
meéndation moat earpestly, that this
reat people be no longer kept from
itheir rightfal heritage, but be per-
mitted a share and voica in that Gov-
ernment they honor by their public
spirit and sustain by thelr industry.”

A correspondent who writes
o8 spprovingly of cur first articls,
whieh, by the by, has been generally
republiehed in the Sonthern press,
saya: “Sach articles must s:0a bear
fruit. Already there ia a fesiing of
distros!, of unrest, of pesitive digatis.
[action among the eotton farmers ol
the Bouth &t what they cmsider an a'-
tempt, 80 fer enocessiul, on tha part of
the Amarican Cotion Ofl Trost to ob-
tsin the seed crop 1t much lesa than
ita real ‘valun. To avoid raxstion

the company s called & trust,
instead of a steck company.” Our
correspondent  declsres  tuat  the

Ol Trist was started with the mills of
the Howard Oil Company., The mills
of this cencern wire valued at geveral
ti mes what they were worth aod trust
cértificates issued therelor, which wera
taken in payment for these mills
which already belonged to themsolves
ut 20 cents on by dollar, o= 20 per
cent for their par value, This done,
they began on the most timid mili
owners they could find and bulldoz:d
them into akirg a low price for their
mills, raking their pay io csriificates
at high pricer. Lnihis way they have
o wied all the large mills of the
conntry, paying for most of them
with trust ceriificatse. The plan is to
force all the milis 1hat are now out in-
to tha trus’, This s the way thoey
propege 1o do ft:  Whenever no out
side miil makes n pbipment of oil or
cake an agent of the wrast will fillow
it up and offer the same amount at a
price so low that the shipment will
lose monsy, In this way they expset
to kill the mill med off without ad-
vancing the price of seed or in
any wiy bowefiting the prodacer,
The Times Democral  bas  already
shown that the 'mmense ol al ol
this company is nearly &l waer,
Mills worth st most 55,000 030 and
capitalized st 5000 0.0 or so, have
been waterad up to $35,000,000, and as
tiiere is no limit to the capitabization,
nit can keap on gronding out a'osk
ay long as it choosvs, there is no rea-
son why the espital ghonld not finally
reach $560,000,000 or §75,000,000, Iy a
carefaul sys cm of bhoosting, the certifi-
cates Have been fcroed up to nearly 80,
and it is claimed that they w!rl be
driven to 756 before January, This hay
heen accomplizhed by saying that the
Standard Oil Compsny was backiog

Again, by the
employment of such improved ma-
chinery, together with skilled lalior
to surerintend the ginning, the crop
ol 188187 would bring st least §30,000,-
000 mora thun it would sell for us it
is' now ginned, This sum added by
the losa on the seed would make the
cotion farmer of the South, what his
occupation en'itles him to be, a princs
in the land.”
